*Ember-days are fasts, originally set apart at 
these seasons of the year when ordinations were 


by which these days are designated, is derived 

from terms in the Saxoa language, which may 
signify the periodieal times for appo'nting Minis- 
tere, It was the practice of the apostles, when 

they set apart persons for the work of the minis- 
try, to pray and fast before they laid on their 
hands. It is evident, therefore, that the church 
designed to follow their example, in the arrange- 
ment of these seasons, and the appointment of 
the corresponding fasting-days: And although 
circumstances may prevent a strict compliance 
with this arrangement, still it becomes us, to of- 
fer up our prayers, at the seasons thus appointed, 
that God would be pleased so to govern the 
minds of the Bishops, that they may admit none 
into holy orders but those who are duly qualified 
for the discharge of that sacred function; and 
that those who skall be ordained to serve at the 
altar, may, by their exemplary ives and gealous 
labours, turn many to righteousness.

The following account of the hatism of a con- 
verted Jew, at the Epis: opal Jew’s Chapel in 
London, is copied from the Philadelphia Re- 


corder. 

On Sunday evening, October 3, a converted 
Jew, a native of Poland, was baptized in the pre- 
sence of a numerous congregation, at the Episco- 
pal Jews’ Chapel He left Poland early in life, 
and had for many years traveled, as a merchant, 
in various countries’ His attention having been 
called to the subject of Christianity, he resolved 
to examine the Scripture for himself, and spent 
the whole time of his last voyage from Jamaica 
to England, in comparing the Old and New Tes 
tarnent together, with an earnest desire to be led 
into the truth. . The re-ult was what will ever be 
the case with the sincere inquirer, that he was 
convinced that Jesus of Nazareth was the Mes- 


vice of his Saviour, the ordinance of baptism was 
administered to him. The evening of the Typical 
lecture was chosen for the occasion, and a still 
more numerous assembly of Jews than before 
were present at the solemnity.

LONDON IN OLDEN TIMES, 
Sir William Daverant thus describes London, as 
it was before the great fire. ! 
“ Sure your ancestors contrived] your nar- 
row streets in the days of wheelbarrows, be- 
fore those greater engines carts were inven- 
ted. Qh, the goodly landscape cf Old Fish- 
street! which had it not had the ill-look to 
be crooked, was narrow enough to have 
been your founders perspective; and where 
the garrets (perhaps net for want of archi- 
tecture, but through abundance of amity) 
are so made, that opposite neighbors may 
Shake hands without stirring from home. 
Theo for uniformity of building—yours look 
as if they were raised in a general insur- 
rection. Here stands one that aims toa 
palace, and next to it another that professes 
tobea hovel. Here a giant there a dwarf, 
here slender, there broad: and all most ad- 
mirably different in their faces, as well as in 
their height and bulk. As for your ceilings, 
they are so low, that T presume your ances- 
tors were very mannerly, and stood bare to 
their wives, for [ cannot discern how they 
could wear their high crowned hats. 
I now leave your houses, and am passing 
through your streets; but notin a coach, for 
they are uneasily hung, and so narrow, that 
T took them fora sedan upon wheels; nor 
is it safer for a stranger to use them, till the 
quarrel be decided, whether six of your no- 
bles, sitting together, shall stop and give 
place to as many bottles of beer, Your city 
is the only metrepolis of Europe, where 
there is a wonderful dignity belonging to 
carts.”

Extract from Burchell’s Travels in Af- 
Tweed. 

“In our way over the plain, we fell in 
with an ostrich’s nest ; if so one may call 
a bare concavity scratched in‘the sand, six 
feet in diameter, surround by a trench 
equally shallow, and without the smallest 
trace of any materials, sucthas grass, leaves 
or sticks, to give ita resemblance to the 
nests of other birds. The ostriches to 
which it belonged must have been at that 
time feeding at a great distance, or we 
should have seen them on so open a plain. 
The poor birds at their return would find 
that robbers had visited their home in their 
absence, for we carried off all their eggs. 
Within this hollow, and quite exposed, lay 
twentyfive of these gigantic eggs, and in the 
trench nine more, intended, as the Hotentots 
observed, as the first food of the twentyfive 
young ones. Those inthe hollow, being 
designed for incubation, may often prove 
uselul to the traveller, but the others on the 
outside will always be found fit for eating. 
In the present instance the whole number 
were equally good. 

“The expedient resorted to by Speelaan 
on a former occasion, was now adopted to 
a certain extent: after filling all our bags, 
the sleeves of their watch-coats and their 
second pair of trowsers were crammed ful! 
of eggs, I! was considered as an auspicious 
omen, that at the commencement of our 
journey so valuable a prize had been placed 
in our way. Our faithful dogs were not 
forgotten in the division of the spoil; and 
their share, which we immediately broke 
into a bowl, was eaten up on the spot. 

We made our dinner from the ostrich 
eggs; each of the Hotentots eating a whole 
one, although containing, as already men- 
tioned, as much food as twenty-four eggs 
of the domestic hen. It is therefore not 
surprising that 1 found myself unable to 
accomplish my share of the meal; even 
with the aid of all the hunger which a long 
morning’s ride had given me. The mode 
in which they were cooked, was one of 
creat antiquity ; for all the Hotentot race, 
their fathers, and their grandfathers’ fathers, 
as they express themselves, have practiced

The Kev. Samuel Giddings, of St. Louis, who 
took atour among the Western Indians fast 
spring and summer, gives the following ac- 





“ June 14, 1822.—We pas: d a village 
of barking squirgts, or prairie dogs. They 
have the appearance of the grey squirrel 
in colour and shape, but are three times as 
large. Their noise exactly resembles that 
of the smaller kind of dogs. They bur- 
row in the earth, and are never seen far 
from their habitation. They live on grass 
and herbage; and nota spear of grass is 
suffered to grow within the bounds of their 
village. Onthe first appearance of dan- 
ger, they flee tothe mouth of their barrow, 
and when it comes near they enter, and 
can rarely be driven out by smoke or wa- 
ter. Thousands dwell in the same village, 
forming a little community. Their bur- 
rows are from ten to twenty feet apart, with 
a mound of dirt at the entrance, or from 
one to two feetin height, which serves as 
awatch tower. On.the approach of dan- 
ger, they raise an incessant barking. We 
were much annoyed during the night by the 
barking of these animals.” ,

CONVENT OF THE URSULINES. 
(AT MONTREAL.) 
The convent of the Ursulines, like most 
of the religious houses which were erected 
by the French, is built in the form of a hol- 
low square. Connected with it is a small 
chapel, which is open to the public; but a 
curtain suspended behind a large grating 
conceals the nuns from the vulgar gaze. 
At the priatipal door of the convent 
there is an open porch, with a barre] exact- 
ly similar to that which I saw at Fayal by 
which alms are dispensed to the pour. 
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ly dress: a few of the others had some- 
thing of the grandmothers aspect, but some, 
and the Mere Superieure in particular, had 
pleasing features anda lady like deport- 
ment. 

About half a dozen of the nuns-accom- 
panied us from room to room, each of whom 
showed the utmost inclination to enter into 
conversation with ns. We saw the three 
school-rooms, all full of neatly dressed 
girls at their tasks, with two nuns in each 
as teachers ; two. of these were devoted to 
the children of the poorer classes, who a:e 
educated for a very small annual sum, the 
other was for the daughters of those who 
could afforu to pay more liberally. When- 
ever we entered, the whole rose from their 
seats and courtesied, continuing to stand 
still till we left the room. In passing from 
one room to another we were conducted 
through a pretty extensive garden; the 
wall which surrounded it is not high, avd 
were the Sisters disposed to make off, it 
would present no serious obstacle. 

From the schools we were conducted to 
the kitchen apd dining hall. The kitchen 
has a pump-well within it, and the chimney 
is of ample size, somewhat resembling those 
of an old baronial castle. The dining hall 
is floored with bricks of an octagon shape, 
and covered with a kind of red varnish 
which they told us was'cow’s blood: Lon 
tables of deal surround the hall, witha 
drawer for each individual, containing a 
knife, fork, and spoon; all exceedingly 
clean and neat. ‘Two of the nuns, in suc- 
cession, was upon the others. Passing 
through a gallery, which led I believe to 





Un ringing the bell for admittance, this 
barrel was whirled half way sound, so as | 
to leave a small opening, and three nuns 
appeared within to whom we handed the 
order for our admittance. ‘They told us, 
however, that Pere D was at that 
moment in the chapel, hearing confession, 
and that they should be obliged to detain us 
without, till he returned. 

In a few minutes his reverence made his 
appearance, having entered the convent by 
a private passage; the door was then un- 
locked, and we were admitted. The Mere 
Superieure was waiting to receive us; a 
jolly, fresh locking woman, rather above 
the ordinary height, of a dignified carriage, 
and apparently about thirty-five or forty 
years of age. Wehad no sooner exchan- 
ged bows with the ladies, than the usual 
question was put to me by the Mere Super- 
ieure, © Parlez vous Francais, Monsieur ?” 
Finding however that I was rather lame at 
this, she frankly waved ceremony and ad- 
dressed me in English, which she spoke so 
well, that I could not help suspecting she 
was of an English family. 

We were conducted first into the room 
in which the nuns hear the services of the 
chapel; a plain apartment, with an altar 
and a few pictures, From it we were ta- 
ken intoa kind of parlour, where all the 
religionaes, except those who were enga- 
ged in the school-room, were waiting to re- 
ceiveus. They were ranged in a fine op- 
posite the door, and immediately on our en- 
tering, bowed and smiled most graciously, 
and without the slightest appearance of 
formality or demureness. At one end of 
the row were four interesting young crea- 
tures wearing white veils; these were in 
their novicate, and Pere D informed 
us that they wore the white veil two years, 
before assuming the vows and the black 
one. Besides them were three who had 
been invested with the veil only a few 
weeks before; had I visited Quebec a lit- 
tle sooner, I might have witnessed the cer- 
emony, for it is always public. It wastold 
that these three girls were only from eigh- 
teen to twenty-four years of age; they 
seemed not at all dull,*but laughed and talk- 
ed as good humoredly as ary. The four 
novices seemed to be the only demure indi- 
viduals among the @ho'e, they bowed to us 
like the rest, but relaxed not a muscle of 
their countenances. 

The dress of the Ursulines is dismal in 
the extreme. _A long black,robe of bomba- 
zin with very wide sleeves; a black veil 
‘ied round the forehead and throwa back 
ever the shoulder; a piece of stiff starched 
linen covering the breast, and tied down 
by strings passing under the arms; the 
forehead hid by a piece of linen which cov- 
ers to the eye-brows, and a corresponding 
handage brought down under tae chin, so 
to cenceal the ears and part of both 
visceks,—all that is + legant and graceful in 
the female figures thus completely conceal- 
ed and the poor creatures are in the shape 
and colour not very unlike so many walk- 
ing coffins. Some of them wore a leathern 











hanging from it. The dress of the novi- 
ers, except the colour of the veil; which 
by the way, is not made use of to conceal 
the features, but is ia all cases thrown back 
over the shoulders, The aspect of the 
nuns was more interesting than that of the 
Sceurs Gris at Montreal.

SIGNS OF GOOD WATER. 

The signs of good water are, that it easi- 
ly becomes hot and cold; that in summer it 
is cool, and in winter slightly lukewarm 
that a drop dried ona clean cloth leaves 
not the faintest stain behind; and that it 
has neither taste nor smell. Itis alsoa 
sign of good water, that when it 1s boiled it 
becomes hot, and afterwards grows cold, 
sooner than other water. But this sign is 
far more fallible than the evidence of the 
quality of water obtained by feeling. Sin- 
gular as this may sound, it is very possible 
to distinguish the properties of water by 
‘means of this sense. A soft or hard water 
is synonymous with a water the parts of 
which adhere slightly or closely together. 
The slighter their adhesion, the less sensible 
they are to the hand, because they inay be 
so much the more easily separated. A 
gentleman of my acquaintance has for many 
years used two different sorts of water, which 
are equally pure and limpid, the one for 
drinking and the other for washing his 
hands anc face. [fhis servant ever hap- 
pens to bring the wroug water for washing, 
he instantly discovers the mistake by the 
feeling. Our cooks and washerwomeg 
would be able to furnish many other instan- 
ces of che faculty of discriminating the prop. 
erties of water by the touch, which would 
show that his faculties depends more on the 
excitement occasioned in the sensible parts 
than on any other cause. Hard water, for 
instance, makes the skin rough; soft, on 
the contrary, renders it smooth. The for- 
mer cannot sufficiently soften flesh or vege- 
tables ; the latter readily produces this ef- 
fect. The difference of the extraneous 
matters, which change the qualities of wa- 
ter, naturally makes a different impression 
on the feeling ; and in this there is nothing 
that ought to astonish a person of reflec{ 
tion.

Why is the city of New-York the best 
place to do mercantile 5usiness in the coun- 
try? Surely, because every thing can there 
be bought and sold in good market. Why 
do young gentlemen and ladies resort to 
New-Haven for an education? Most as- 
suredly, because public opinion has long 
since fastened upon that place, as the best 
in this country for instruction; because 
there it can be acquired at a reasonable 
rate; and because actual experience has, 
on this subject, settled every thing which it 
is necessary to know. 

Judicious men of business always make 
it a point to establish themselves where bu- 
siness is tobe done to advantage—and in 
this they act wisely.

FOREIGN. 


Lonpow, Jan. 12. 

We mentioned a few days since that French 
troops had heen embarked at Brest for the West 
Indies, and that our ambassador at the French 
Court had received explanations on the subject 
We hope he will also be in a situation to furnish 
satisfactory explanations to bis government of 
the maritime armaments which have been pre- 
paring without noise in the same port. Capt 
Spence, arrived at Davenport from Brest whence 
he sailed on the 3d, has furvished some infurma- 
tion of consequence. He arrived at that port 
in October, with a cargo of timber, &c. for the 
royal marine yard, and consequently remained 
ia port near'y two months. In that time, four- 
teen foreign vessels, (Russians, Prussians and 
Swedes,) dixcharged cargoes of hemp, tallow, 
umber, boards, and in fact every Species of naval 
munitions, which were deposited in the arsenal at 
Brest, Every thing breathed a spirit of extraor- 
dinary activity ; the workmen in the yards even 
worked on Sunday. The squadron fiiiing out ts 
composed of eight ships of the line, five large 
trigates of a new class, carrying 68 guns each, 
four frigates of the ordinary size, four brigs and 
five corvettes, in all twenty-six vessels of war. 
Of this number, four of the line have their masts 
in, and the other four will receive theirs smmedi- 
ately.—The trigates are all ready to sail, and 
aré ¢onstantly exercising their crews in the roads. 
The brigs and corvettes are al-o ready. 

We do not wish toexcite alarm. and leastot 
all false alarms; but we have not forgotten what 
happened a year ago, when the Freneh govern- 
ment gave us the most satisfactory assurance o/ 
pacific intentions, and at the seme time the King 
informed Europe, that he was going to send the 
uke d’ Angouleme into Spam at the head of one 
hundred thousand men It is true, however that 
we were not the dupes of what was going on, and 
were accosted by every body for having constant- 
ly mawwtained, that war was inevitable. 

From these circumstances, and other not less 
powerful considerations, we are constrained to 
say, that we should not be surprised to see deve- 
loped, in the spring of 1824, projects not ciffer- 
ing much io principle from those which signali- 
zed the commencement of 1823. 

This is simply our opinion, and as we gave re- 
lative to the war with Spain, now submit it to 
our readers, with the grounds on which it rests, 
leaving them to draw their own conclusions.

A letter from Paris, dated Wednesday last, 
states that accounts had been received of the 
embarkation of 1,800 men at Brest—1000 jor 
Martinique, and 800 for Guadaloupe. It is un- 
derstood that our Ambassador at Paris bas re- 
ceived explanations from the Freach Government 
on the subject of this expedition, who is assured 
that it 1s solely intended for those istands, and 
that it bas no relation whatever to the events pas- 
sig in South America. The same letter states, 
that the French Admiral, recently returned to 
Brest, from the West Indian station, has declared 
that complete ‘anarchy exists in all the South 
American States; “ but, that although there are 
to be found in the different provinces partisans of 
every political sect from Royalists to Republi- 
cans, yet none advocate either the sovereignty of 
Ferdinand or submission to Spain.”

WASHINGTON COLLEGE. 

We are afraid our citizens are not sufficiently 
aware of the pecuniary advantages which would 
result from the establishinent of this Institution in 
New-Haven. One of the best methods ef form- 
jng an estimate, would be to make a calculation 
of the pecuniary benefits which, as a city, we de- 
rive through the medium of Yale College. We 
submit the following conjectural estimate of the 
amount of money annually disbursed in our city, 
in consequence of the location of this Institution. 
It will doubtless appear larger than many have 
been accustomed to appreciate it, but we are per- 
suqded that even if some of the items should be 
over-rated, the aggregate does not exceed the re- 
al expenditure. We have not the last Catalogue 
of the College before us, but take part of our 
data from that of November, 1822. By this Ca- 
talogue it appears that there were then 371 under- 
graduates. Say one balf of these are from Con- 
necticut, and that they on an average, expend 
annually 200 Dollars,

Here we have a direct result of 176,300 Del- 
lars per. annum. But in consequence of the es- 
tablishment of Yale College in our city, it has be- 
come emphatically a place of education. For the 
last year there have been educated ia six or seven 
Female Schools of the higher class, about 250 
young Ladies; while the city of Hartford can 
hardly support a single School of this grade. Of 
these young Ladies, about 200 must be from a- 
broad, or the children of persons who have come 
here to seek an eligible place of education. Say 
that these 200 young ladies expend annually, or 
an average, 250 Dollars ; we have an additional 
sum of 50,000 Dollars. Again, we may compute 
that more than 20 Families are now residing bere 
for the advantages of education, and that they 
expend annually 1000 Dollars each, making an 
addition of 20,000. If to these sums, we add 
all that is expended in our city by the relatives of 
the youth, by visitors at exhibitions and Com- 
mencements, and by travellers who are attracted 
here by literary curiosity, we sliall make an ag- 
gregate of about 300,000 Dollars, annually dis- 
bursed in our cily in consequence of ils Literary 
fame, and derived direelly, or indirectly from the 
location of Vale College, 

We shall not undertake to say what percentage 
of this money goes into the pockets of our per- 
manent citizens, (probably a fourth or a third of 
the whole amount,) but we have presented our 
calculations that they may be applied to Washing- 
ton College. The plan on which this new Insti- 
tution is to be established is of such a character, 
that we hesitate not to predict, that in a very few 
years, its students will equal the number now 
contained in Yale; and that too, without injury 
to the older institution, The great question to be 
considered by the inhabitants of New-Haven is, 
whether they will exert themselves lo obtain the ad- 
vantages which must result from the establishment 
of Washington College, or whether they will tamee 
ly yield them up to advance the interests of a rival 
city.

Extract of a letter from the Marquis La Fayette, 
to Col. John Trumbull of this city. 
Paris, Jan. 4, 1824. 

My Dear Sir—Words ‘cannot sufficiently ex- 
press how happy you have made me by your 
most valuable and no less welcome present" I! 
received it in my usual family retirement at La 
Grange, and was delighted with many happy re- 
collections it did produce, among which the plea- 
sure of my friendly acquaintance with the painter 
had a very great share. 1 at once recognized all 
the portraits, and think you have been remarka- 
bly fortunate in hitting not only the features, but 
the manners and deportment of the principal 
characters. It isso much the case, that my chil- 
dren, who, George, excepted, were very young 
when they had a peep at John Adams, pointing 
out the father from their late acquaintance with 
the son. Hancock, Charles Thompson, Franklin, 
Roger Sherman, &c. &c. suddenly appeared to 
me in that grand act which has begun the era of 
rational freedom and self-government. I hailed 
the banner under which I enlisted in my youth, 
and shall die in an old age; and I thanked the 
great artist, the good fellow citizens and soldier 
to whom I was obliged fur so many lively, affec- 
tionate and patriotic sensations. b ; 

It isto me also an inexpressible gratification to 
think your admirable pencil bas fixed me on the 
grand central rotunda of the capital of the Uni- 
ted States, in the situation where { like myself 
seen, viz. in my American regimentals, under our 
republican Continental colours, at the head of 
my beloved gallant, affectionate light infantry, 
at the successiul close of the Virginia campaign. 
I cannot promise you my actual features would 
do justice to your portrait of that time ; but the 
heart i. the same, 

The accouut you give of the great Water Com- 
munication through those countries which I saw 
for the great part a wilderness, while J acted as 
Commander in the Northern Department, is truly 
enchanting In those wonders of vi:tuous free- 
dom, national sense, and unshackled indusiry, 
my mind seeks a refuge from too many disquiets 
and disappointment on this side of the Atlantic.
